The 
meaning was clear. 

Because it was Collingwood, then 
automatically it was assumed that the 
name alone would attract reasonable 
sized crowds to Victoria Park. 
pemeily this proved not to be the 
cas 


Collingwood Football Club Limited 
saw a number of advantages for itself. 
Victoria Park would be used during 
the ‘summer’, actually late spring 
through early Autumn and including 
the summer. More people would be 
going though the gates so the 
patronage of their Club premises 
would be boosted. Therefore 
improving its profit or lessening its 
loss. 

The crowds didn’t instantly 
materialise surprise, surprise. Affer all 
this was a new venture. Publicity 
from the new Club was sparse at best. 


| A major error. A new Club 


desperately needs to be introduced to 
the sports fans. Marketing is 
paramount. 

A slight diversion for one moment, 
Carlton Soccer is being marketed and 


has been for some months. They 
deserve success and will, in all 
probability, get it. 

Money wasn't being generated at 
Collingwood. Few supporters means 
little income. If we assume 18 players 
in the squad and the coach, many full 
time then even at a modest $600 2 
week, over $12,000 is required every 
seven days to be able to stay afloat. 

Assume $10 entry fee to home games, 
and there is only one every two weeis, it it 
simple mathematics to see that minimum 
attendances of payers must be of the order 
of 4,800. The Warriors are nowhere near 
that figure. 

What are the options? 

From the players’ perspective. To 
be paid for labour supplied and 
contracts written. Even though a 
prominent Melbourne businessman 
has promised $250,000 from now 
until the end of the season then the 
players would naturally want any 
back pay owed and even two weeks 
base money up front. 

If, as reported, the players have 
actually become so called ‘tree 
agents’ then some will almost 
certainly want away. The top line 
players such as Ernie Tapai, and the 
previously mentioned Lozanovski, 
Juric and Taliadoros could be on the 
move. 

Without these players Collingwood 
will be a poorer outfit and far less 
competitive in the Ericsson Cup. 
Consequently any team opposing 
them from the time their team starts to 
disintegrate, will have an easier task 
than others they met at full strength. 
Surely this is unfair. 

How motivated are the individual 
players going to be when they know 
that their team is on the skids? 

Maybe it would be better to close 
Collingwood Warriors now. Forget 
about compensation for those teams 
they were to have played. Work out a 
method of paying the contracted 
players money owed. Transfer the 
‘star’ players and use that to clear as 
much of the debt as possible. 

To do otherwise will only prolong 
the agony. Precedents exist wit 
Sydney City and one of the 
Newcastle ventures. It’s better than 
having our great game suffer.

Even with the collapse of 
the Collingwood Warriors 
soccer club, the desperately 
poor state of Victorian Soccer 
is still very much hidden. 
While the half-hearted attempt 
by Collingwood to play 
Soccer has been exposed as a 
stunt to simply to beat 
enemies Carlton into the 
competition, the state of 
Victorian club Soccer is in 
tatters with the Melbourne 
Knights and Gippsland 
Falcons only being saved 
from the chop due to the 
Warriors exit. The Falcons 
play in a virtually empty 
stadium averaging less than 
2,000 a game while the 
Knights have no hope in 
broadening the supporter base 
playing in front of the same 
meagre 3,000 supporters 
whether they be top of the 
Teague or bottom. The fact is 
‘only Melbourne focal derbies 
inflate the Knights crowds to 
anywhere near the 4,000 mark 
they claim is adequate to field 
a team in the league. 

Support for the Socceroos 
is non-existent in the state. 
Only 9,000 people could be 
bothered to turn up to 
Olympic Park in 1993 when 


Australia’s “Dream Team” 
played NZ in the vital world 
cup qualifier, Games since 
have attracted even less as 
was the case against Japan last 
year when fewer than 4,000 
attended. Only the so-called 
Greek derby seems to attract a 
crowd but few in the crowd 
must see fit to turn up to 
watch our national team. 

The fact is that Victorian 
teams have been consistenly 
bottom of crowd average 
figures since about 1991 
where we've seen Preston & 
Heidelberg disappear and 
Brunswick make a farcial 
switch to the Western Oval 
(which lasted 3 weeks) to 
broaden their spectator base. 
With the current crowds 
attending Victorian clubs, I 
doubt there were more than 
20,000 Soccer followers left 
in the whole state.

Raith started on Sands Brae in 1883. After a couple of fairly unsuccessful moves, 
including one ground being turned into a public park, in 1891 the club moved to 
Starks Park, a ground that had been used by most teams in the area at one stage or 
another. There is a story in the club’s centenary book by John Lister that one game in 
1887 saw a pitch invasion by rival fans. To get rid of them off the field a bull was let 
Joose on the ground! 

In 1902 Rovers became the first Fife club to join the League. By 1910 the team 
were in Division One, although the ground was not up to scratch, In 1911 part of the 
grandstand blew down and in 1918 it was ruined by fire. In 1929 the club were 
relegated and fell upon hard times. In 1948 the Rovers could only clear its debts by 
selling their best players. The company associated with Raith were reorganised and 
this bought success back onto the pitch with it. 

One of the club's great hours of success was their recent League Cup success. 
Starks Park remains the only rhyming name of any British League ground.

He 
abandoned his, degree studies, something he 
has always secretly regretted. 

His club Greenock Morton was a part- 
time outfit and Bingham arranged for a so 
called ‘late’ apprenticeship as a Plumber in 
the dockyards on the River Clyde. 

He arrived in Australia to play with 
Morwell who then were in the Victorian 
Soccer Federation but building and growing. 
His main source of income was through his 
job in the massive power stations of the 
Latrobe Valley. 

For the last three years Soccer has 
provided his life, full time. First he was 
coach of Morwell Falcons in the NSL then 
since 1996 in his current job. 

Two academics from USQ have proposed 
an item for the inaugural international 
conference called “Elite Level Sport - a 
Compromise or Sacrifice’ to be held in 
Canberra from August 7 this year, Harry 
Bingham’ name is on the paper.

ritics argue that current academy 
and institute sport services 
are not fulfilling their promised 
expectations of producing a large 
quantity of high quality athletes. 
ese programs are athlete centered and 
needs based, ie, they are directed towards 
the athlete’s physical development. It is 
argued however that the psychological and 
lifestyle needs of these athletes are not being 
sufficiently met. This presentation outlines 
‘an athlete management program developed 
for a regional sports academy where the 
athlete is the focal point of any physical and 
psychological development. 

The program aims to empower athletes 
with skills that allow them to take 
responsibility for their own overall athletic 
career. What distinguishes this approach 
from others is that empowerment is seen as 
a process where the coach, athlete and 
related support personnel enter into an 
integrated relationship. Thus it has a 
preventive orientation rather than a crisis 
driven or ‘as needs arise” approach. 

Based upon a developmental model of 
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counselling, this presentation considers high 
performing athletes as gifted individuais 
(Lamont-Mills, 1996). That is, the athlete is 
considered to not only have unique physical 
needs but also unique psychological, 
developmental, emotional and social needs 
that set them apart from less gifted 
individuals, 

From this perspective, the GAME* 
(Gifted Athlete Management and 
Education*) program is introduced as an 
alternative to current institute and academy 
practices, The overriding advantage of this 
type of approach is that the athlete, coach, 
and athletic services manager, develop a 
program that is individual to not only the 
athlete’s physical needs but also emotional, 
developmental, psychological, social and 
educational needs. 

It is suggested that this integrative and 
holistic approach has the potential to 
positively affect athlete development, 
retention rales and performance levels.
